The 
edict expreses the deepest sympathy on 
account of his death and asserts that the 
mest stringent insiructions would he is- 
sued to seize the murderer, who must 
be caught and severely purished after the 
termination of the present hostilities, to- 
gether with those who have murdered 
foreigners and missionaries or taken their 
property without cause. The language of 
the edict as given by Mr. Fowler on this 
subject is very much involved, but it ap- 
pears to exempt from punishment those 
who have. killed foreigners ‘connected 
with war.’’ The governor of Pekin and 
the viceroy of Chi Li are charged to -ssue 
inetnuctions to investigate and then to 
deal intelligently with each case of wrong- 
ccing. The edict states that recent evil- 
dcers created ricts, deliberately rebelled 
and murdered good subjects; certainly, it 
seys, a deplorable state of affairs. All 
viceroys, governors and high military au- 
thoriudes are ordered to be accurate in 
details, presumably of the outrages con.- 
mitted by Chinese and to make such seiz- 
ures and take such action as the cases 
warrant in ordar to stop the disturbances. 

Reside the reference to the se'zure of the

Secretary to Chinese Legation in 
London Predicts Early News, 


SMALL OUTBREAKS POSSIBLE 


Long Silence of the Ministers Is 
- Due, He Says, to the Rebels, 
Who Have Cut the Wires 
and Blocked the 
Roads. 


London, July 23, 4 a m.—Sir Chih Chen 
Loh Feng, the Chinese minister in Lon- 
don, took the unusual step yesterday of 
paying a Sunday call at the foreign office. 
As Lord Salisbury was absent, the visif 
was without special result, but its im- 
portance may be gathered from an in- 
terview with the secretary of the Chinese 
legation, Sir Halliday Macartney, in which 
the legation officials seem to have as- 
sumed at last something like personal re- 
sponsibility. 

Sir Halliday admitted that communica- 
tion had been practically opened with 
Pekin and that messages from Sir Claude 
MacDonald, the British minister, and the 
Other foreign envoys might be expected 
almost immediately. He said he hoped the 
trouble would soon be over, since the 
Chinese government was doing its utmost 
to overcome the difficulties and to check 
the lawless element. 

In his opinion the Americans had taken 
the most common sense view of the situa- 
tion, and he insisted that China ought 
not to be misjudged. Against the suspic- 
ion that Li Hung Chang had any but a 
sincere pacific opject in view, he pro- 
tested warmly, declaring that all stories 
about the perfidity and treachery of Earl 
Li were ‘absolutely baseless.’’ 

With regard to the prospects in the 
southern provinces, the secretary admitted 
that there might be small outbreaks, but 
he said there would be nothing sertous, 
and that Wuropeans would be quite safe 
in treaty ports. The long silence he ex- 
plained was ‘‘due probably to the rebels, 
who have cut the wires and blocked the 
roads.”’ ‘ 

Thus, according to the secretary of the 
Chinese legation, a few more days should 


bring a solution of the great mystery. 


Nevertheless, no one in England believes 
that the alleged dispatches and edicts 
are anything but subterfuges to hide the 
real situation as long as possible, and ‘o 
avert retribution by sowing discord amonz 
the powers. 

From Shanghai comes a report that 
the em@rpess dowager and the court are 
moving to Hsian Fu, in the province 
of Shan Si, to which large stores of 
rice are being sent, and that when these 
arrangements are completed the remain- 
ing viceroys will declare against for- 
eigners. 

According to the Che Foo correspond- 
ent of The Daily Mail, the fall of Tien 
Tsin has so disheartened the Chinese 
that they are seeking terms of peace. 
He says that several attempts have been 
made to send messages to Pekin, but so 
far without any known results, and adds 
that rumors are again current that the 
Russians are reaching Pekin from the 
north. It is impossible to confirm or

Body of McHugh Will Be Brought to

POLLAK; OF JACKSONVILLE, DROWNS 


Two Deaths Only Half an Hour 
Apart—Affair Cast a Gloom 
Over Jacksonville, Fla., 
Where Both Men 
Lived. 


News wa: received last night from Jack- 
scnville, Fla., of the death of M. B. Mc- 
Hugh a young man well known here, by 
drowning while in swimming at Pablo 
Beach. ; 

McHugh was assistant to the manager 
of Swift & Co., at Jacksonville, and had 
gone over to Pablo Beach, in company 
with his wife, formerly Miss Cera Cherry, 
of this city, and a number of friends to 


spend the day. In the party was Mrs. | 
CF. Cox, a friend of Mrs. McHugh’s. 

The party decided to go in bathing, 
with the exception of Mrs. McHlugh, who 
is a frail, delicate lady, and unused to the 
surf. McHugh and Mrs. Cox ventured 
furtLer from shore than the rest of the 
rarty and were unable to get back with- 
out assistance on account of the strong 
undercurrent. McHugh turned to Mrs. 
Cox and told her that he was drowning 
and was unabls to save himself. Rescu- 
ers on sLore had seen the two unfortunate 
swimmers ‘nd rushed to their assistance. 
They succeeded in reaching Mrs. Cox and 
saved her, but McHvgh sank before they 
could reach him. The body was drag- 
ged into the ocean and washed ashore two 
hours later a mile above the place wher? 
he was drowned. 

All the time Mrs. McHugh was standing 
on the beach, the wife wringing her hands 
in agony. Mrs. McHugh was prostrai- 
ed and the attendance of two physicians 
Wag necessary to revive her. 

‘Mrs. Martha Cherry, mother of Mrs. 
McHugh, received the following telegram 
from her daughter last night at 7 »’clocx, 
and left the city on the 10:45 o’clock train 
for Jacksonville: ; 

“My husband was drowned this evening. 
Come immediately. CORA McHUGH.” 

Mrs. Cherry is accompanied by her son, 


Clark. 

Mr. McHugh was twenty-six vears old 
and a native of South Carolina. He came 
to Atlanta about eight years ago to nc- 
cept a position with Swift & Co., 
packers. Later he was connected vith 
Neison Morris, but about six months ago 
vent to Jacksonville to accept a position 
with the Swift people in that city. 

He was well known here and esteemed 
ty his many friends. His death will be 
asad blow to them. The body will reach 
the city from Jacksonville tomorrow af- 
ternoon.

“Jacksonville, Fla., July 22.—(Special.)—

TWELVE AMERICANS SLAIN. 


Two Hundred Filipinos Killed and 


Many Wounded. 

Manila, July 22.—It is officially reported 
that last week 200 insurgents were killed 
and 130 surrendered or were captured. 
Twelve Americans were killed and eleven 
wounded. 

This includes the casualties of Colonel 
William E. Birkheimer’s engagement 
with a force of the Twenty-eighth vol- 
unteer infantry, who attacked 200 insur- 
gents armed with rifles intrenched two 
miles east of Taal, killing thirty-eight. 

A detachment of the signal corps, while 
repairing wires, was twice ambushed. 
Captain Charles D. Roberts, of the 
Thirty-fifth volunteer infantry, who was 
captured by the Filipinos last May, has 
arrived here on parole. He will not re- 
turn to captivity. 

Senor Buencamino last Thursday sent 
to Aguinaldo by means of Aguinaldo’s 
mother the amnesty resolutions adopted 
by the meeting of representative Fili- 
pinos here on June 2lst, together with 
General MacArthur’s answer tv them, 
and other documents bearing upon the 
restoration of peace. It is understooc 
that Aguinaldo will summon his advisers 
and that a reply may be expected within 
amonth. Filipinos here wiil give a ban- 
quet Saturday in celebration of President 
McKinley’s order of amnesty.

AMERICANS HANDICAPPED 
WIN ONE EVENT ONLY. 


Paris, July 22.—The world’s amateur 
championship contests in connection with 
the Paris exposition came to a conclu- 
sion today at the grounds of the racing“ 
club in the Bois de Boulogne. The weath- 
er was cooler than it was last week, 
though the sun shone brightly. Compar- 
atively few Americans attended, owing 
to the fact that only three or four of their 
countrymen were announced to compete 
in the events, for the most part handi- 
caps in which the Americans had re- 
ceived too severe treatment to tempt them 
to exhaust themselves in running losing 
races. 

Six events were decided. The Amert- 
cans competed in three and won one, their 
Only success for the day. 

The programme opened with the 119 
meters hurdle race, A. C. Kraenzlein, Uni- 
versity of Pennsylvania, being made the 
scratch man. As the other Americans 
who entered were also pulled back all 
declined to run. Rau, a German, with a 
twenty meters allowance, won. Pritchard, 
with eight meters, was second, and Kling- 
thoefer, Frenchman, with fourteen meters, 
third. Time 18 1-8 seconds. 

Three competitors stripped for the shot 
putting, the six Americans who had en- 
tered, including Richard Sheldon, New 
York Athletic Club, who was the scratch 
man, standing out. Crittler, a Hungarian, 
with two meters allowance, was first with 
fourteen meters twenty and one-half cen- 
timeters; Bassess, a Frenchman, with 
three meters allowance, being second, with 
thirteen meters ninety-seven centimeters, 
and St. Cyr, a Frenchman, with three 
meters allowance, third, with twelve me- 
ters sixty-seven centimeters. 

Thirty entries were received for the 200 
meters flat race which followed, but only 
eight went to the starting post, two of 
the thirteen Americans alone running.

WAS SENT BY A FILIPINO 


Document Relates Conversation Which 
ls Sald to Have Occured, 


SRUMBY WAS. THE INTERPETRER 


Admiral, It Is Asserted, Told the 
Filipinos That They Would Be 
Given Independence and 
They Were Asked To 
Join in Fighting. 


Sioux Falls, S. D., July 22.—A letter has 
been received by R. BKB. Pettigrew from 
one of the leading commanders of the 
Filipino army, giving additional light on 
the claims of the Filipino people as to the 
understanding that was arrived at be- 
tween them and the Americans before the 
opening of hostilities in the Philippines. 


The letter says in part: 

“Sinuwan Encampment, Philippine Is- 
lands, April 12, 1900.—R. EB. Pettigrew and 
G. F. Hoar, Senators, Washington—Gen- 
tlemen: [I have read in some American 
papers that Admiral Dewey, compelled by 
you and other senators, lovers of truth 
and justice, to answer whether he had 
made us formal promises of independence, 
stated that he had ‘never promised in- 
dependence to the Filipinos.’ I, who in 
the name of the Filipino people and of 
General Aguinaldo, and as a representa- 
tive of his, have had the honor to confer 
several times with the admiral, make to 
you the following statements that you 
may use them as you should think more 
convenient: 

“In April, 1898, when hostilities between 
America and Spain became imminent and 
in the absence of my chief, General Agui- 
naldo, who was then at Singapore, I so- 
licited through the American consul at 
Hong Kong, Mr. Wildman, to have some 
interview with Admiral Dewey, with the 
object of continuing the interrupted ne- 
gotiations between neral Aguinaldo and 
Admiral Dewey through Mr. Wood, the 
commander of the gunboat Pétrel. My 
petition was favorably received and I 
went with Mr. Andres Garchitorena, an- 
other Filipino, on board the Olympia, in 
the bay of Hong Kong. 

“Once on board the following interview 
in French took place through the flag 
lieutenant, Mr. Brumby, acting as inter- 
preter: 

“Filipino—Admiral, having come to our 
knowledge that a war between your 
country and Spain is imminent, we, who 
have fought the latter for our independ- 
ence, are willing, in obedience to the 
desires manifested by you to General 
Aguinaldo through Mr. Wood, to take 

art in the war as allies of America, so 
ong as it be carried on with the ob- 
ect of freeing from the yoke of Spain 

er colonies, giving them their independ- 
ence. 
“Admiral Dewey—The American ple, 
champions of liberty, will undertake this 
war with the humanitarian object of 
freeing from the Spanish yoke the peo- 
ples under it and will give you inde- 
pendence and freedom as we have pro- 
claimed to the world at large. 

“Filipino—We are very grateful for 
this generous manifestation of the gteat 
American people and being made through 
an admiral of their navy, we value it 
more than a written contract and there- 
upon place yourselves at your entire dis- 
posal, 

“Admiral Dewey—I place at your dis- 
posal the ships of my fleet for the con- 
veyance of both the Filipinos’ leaders 
and the arms you may get. Moreover, I 
think my BE gg nimnonsgn de is willing to sup- 
ply you th arms and ammunition. 

“Filipino—We are very thankful to you 
for this new generosity of the American 
people, and you may be sure that we are 
ready to fight at your side for the inde- 
pendence of the Philippines, even with- 
out arms, as we have done during the 
recent revolution. 

“Admiral Dewey—America is rich in 
every respect; she has territories sparse- 
ly inhabited. Besides, oyr constitution 
prevents ‘territorial expansion outside of 
America.’ Therefore, the Filipinos may 
be sure of their independence and not 
a bit of their land shall be gaken from 


them. 

“After these conclusive and formal 
statements the conversation turned to

The letter is signed “J. Alejandrino.”’

About Crop 


“MELONS. ROT ON THE VINES 


First Shipments Commanded Very Good 
Prices 


BUT THE FRUIT HAS DETERIORATED 


f{omato Crop Almost a Total Failure. 
Pears Are a Drug on the Market, 
Selling at 20 Cents Bushel. 


Complaint Against 
Merchants.

Albany, Ga., July 22.—(Special.)—A few 
weeks ago the fruit and melon growers of 
this section of the state were enjoyinz 
the prospect of a most successful season, 
and apparently had every reason to be- 
lieve that they would have handsome 
margins of profit to show when their last 
consignments to the markets had been 
disposed of and returns received, 

The season has been a remarkable one 
in several-respects, While the fruit and 
melon crop showed unusually’ bright 
promise up to the time shipping began 
and even for a short period thereafter, 
there was a decided change for the worse 
early jn July. This deterioration was al- 
mot entirely due to the phenomena! 
rains which visited this section from the 
ist of June to the middle of July.. The 
nature "of these summer floods can be 
appreciated when it is stated that duriz 
the month of June 1.32 inches of rain fell 
in the Albany district. This phenomenal 
precipitation broke all recordls for south- 
west Georgia as far back as records go, 
and it also broke very seriously into the 
calculations of the fruit and melon men. 
Melons began rotting on the vines and 
peaches showed evidences of serious dam- 
age in consequence of the excessive mois- 
ture. .Whereas, the first few cara of 
melons commanded good prices, the bot- 
tom soon dropped out of the market on 
account of the inferior grade of stock and 
instances were not infrequent where the 
returns were not sufficient to pay freight 
charges. It took the growers several 
days to realize the full extent of the ea- 
tastrophe. They had “‘set their sights 
high”’ and were not prepared to realize 
the worst in a moment. Your corres- 
pondent was talking yesterday with a 
gentleman who has been actively engaged 
in the fruit and melon business this sea- 
son and who knows a good deal about 
the conditions that have prevailed. He 
states that the season as a whole may be 
regarded as a flat failure. The water- 
melon end of the business has been es- 
pecially unsatisfactomy. The only grow- 
ers who received anyfhing like satisfac- 
tory returns were those who shipped early 
and whose melons grew in unusually 
highly fertilized f@ds. 

Much of the misfortune of this. disas- 
trous fruit. year has been due to the 
operations of unscrupulous «commission 
merchants. A number of instances might 
be cited to prove this statement true. 
Only a few days ago a fruit grower of 
Lee county warned the public against a 
dishonest commission firm in a southern 
city, giving notice through the columns of 
the local press. 

One Albany business man who tru@k 
farms on an extensive scale had thirty 
acres in tomatoes this season, They were 
planted early, were tenderly nursed in hot 
houses and were intended to reach che 
markets some weeks in advance of those 
grown in other portions of this state and 

lorida. Just when the fruit was about 
three-fourths erown and beginning to 
show a yellowish hue an army of tomato 
worms made its appearance, and in a few 
days the entire crop was a complete loss. 
The failure cost the unfortunate gentle- 
man $3,000, even though he realized somé- 
thing for the “‘second crop.” This is but 
one of many similar instances. 

The largest LeConte and Kelffer pear 
rop southern Georgia has seen on her 
trees for a decade is now in sight, This 
much neglected fruit ig really almost @ 
ug on the market. A citizen of Albany 
who has an orchard of some 700 or 80 
trees near the corporate limits sold his 
entire crop a few days ago for 20 cents 
per bushel, delivered at the depot in car- 
load lots, Another lucky man disposed 
of his crop from one of the largest and 
best orchards in the state so that it wiil 
net him a couple of thousand dollars.

Fi- 
nally he was captured and imprisoned in 
Morro castle. After some confinement he 
effected his escape with the aid of friendly 
Mexicans. He fled Cuba and in time reach- 
ed Paterson, N. J., where the story of his 
thrilling escape had preceded him. He 
was feted by the people and became some- 
thing of a popular favorite. He met and 
married Pauline, a handsome German girl 
about eighteen years old. A short time 
since the couple removed from Paterson, 
N. J., to Toledo, O., where he was again 
shown much popular favor. This atten- 
tion by the public made Gomecio think 
too much of himself and he began to tire 
of his faithful German wife. He beat 
her ’and finally deserted her and their 
two-year-old boy. 

One day while, Pauline was engaged In 
household duties and her little son was 
at play on the floor, Gomecio suddenly 
came in the room, kidnaped the child and 
disappeared. The police were notified and 
they ascertained that he had gone to Cin- 
cinnati with the boy. Pauline resolved 
to pursue her husband and recover the 
child. She had no money, but Mayor 
Jones gave her a pass from Toledo to 
Cincinnati. .When she reached Cincinnati 
she learned that Gomecio had gone to 
Chattanooga. She obtained a pass to 
Chattanooga and on arriving there a few 
days ago ascertained to her sorrow that 
Gomecio had departed for Palm Beach, 
Fla. She was still bent on pursuing 
her husband with the one purpose of re- 
covering her son. She was given a rall- 
road pass from Chattanooga to Macon, 
reaching here this morning. She imme- 
diately went to see Mayor Smith and told 
him her tale of woe, and showed him 
newspapers of Toledo and Cincinnati in 
substantiation of her story.

THEY ARE STUDYING 


OUR TRANSPORT SERVICE. 


Washington, July 22.—(Special.)—So ef- 
ficient has become the transport service 
of the United States government that 
England, Germany, Russia, France and 
Japan have officially applied to the war 
department for the plans upon which our 
transport system is based. It will be 
recalled that during the early stages of 
the Spanish war the army transport 
system was severely criticised for its in- 
efficiency and general lack of system. 
The experience obtained by the war de- 
partment during that war. proved a great 
benefit to our army and navy and today 
all the great nations of Europe recognize 
that the United States has the best and 
strongest transport system in existence 
and the European powers above men- 
tioned contemplate adopting our system 
as far as practicable. 

General Luddington, quartermaster of 
the army, who is directly in charge of 
this system, discussed the subject with 
great pride, and points to the fact that 
within the past two years astonishing 
progress has been made in organizing and 
bringing the transport service up to iis 
present high standard. He admits that 
at the outbreak of the Spanish war, the 
present generation of United States army 
officers had but little, if any, practical 
experience in connection with a large and 
well equipped transport service. There 
had been previously no occasion for the 
establishment of such a service and nat- 
urally under heavy pressure and excite- 
ment, coupled with a lack of experience 
on the subject, some mistakes were un- 
avoidable. Now the government has un-

Believing Foreigners Are Dead. 

St. Paul, July 22.—W. N. Kovatt, who 
has spent forty years in the customs ser- 
vice in China, is now in this city and in 
an interview today he declared his ab- 
solute disbelief in the authenticity of the 
telegram received at Washington veg 
Minister Conger. He believes ‘‘the las 
authentic information from any of the 
legationers was the message from the 
secretary of the German legation, coun- 
tersigned by Sir Robert Hart, and dated 
June 18th. Mr. Lovatt says Sir Robert 
Hart was a favorite with the Chinese, 
and the fact that no later message has 
come from him means that every fireigner 
in Pekin has been murdered, for if any 
one could get a message out of Pekin it 
would be Sir Robert Hart. Mr. Lovatt 
also discredits the story that the lega- 
refuge behind the palace 
walls. He says there was no connection 
between the legation walls and the palace 
walls, so the.legationers could not have 
made the transfer unless they found 
or made an underground passage. Of -the 
general situation, Mr. Lovatt says all 
will depend on the artitude of Li Hung 
Chang, who has heretofore been friendiy 
and will probably continue so. 

Says Foreigners Were iiurdered. 

Cheago, July 22.—John P. Robrts,. of 
Shanghai, an American civil engineer, 
who has spent thirty-eight years in China 
and who left Shanghai last May, passed, 
through Chicago today on His way tv 
New York to visit his old home. 

“Knowing the Chinese as I do,” said 
Mr. Roberts today, “I have.little doubt 
but that all the foreigners in Pekin were 
murdered long ago. The government is 
weak and the mob undoubtedly got the 
upper hand. I know too much of what 
Chinese mobs have done in the past tu 
doubt that they murdered foreigners. 

“An army of 40,000 regular troops is all 
that is necessary to take Pekin,"’ he 
continued. “The stories to the effect 
that the Chinese have an army of 950,000 
men are ridiculous. There are not more 
than 20,000 drilled tn@ops in China. The 
rest are poorly organized and poorly arm- 


ed. If they had modern arms, they would 
not know how to use them, and they do 


not constitute an effective fighting force.’’

Birmingham, Ala., July 22.—<Special.)— 
The state campaign in Alabama will 
close within the next two weeks, the elec- 
tion to occur on tomorrow two weeks. 
The campaign has been, and will be 
when completed, one of the quietest po- 
litical conyoaigns that has taken place in 
the state since 1896, and it has been so 
one-sided that but little interest has been 
taken on either side. In several counties 
where the populist and republican parties 
have been in control some little work 
has been done by the democratic party, 
but no hair-raising times have been held. 
It is absolutely certain that Colonel W. 
J. Samford, of Opelika, the democratic 
candidate for governor, and the entire 
state democratic ticket will be elected 
on the biggest majority that has been 
noted in eight years, and it is pretty cer- 
tain that several of the counties which 
have been anti-democratic in that time 
will return to the fold of the democratic 
party, notwithstanding the efforts of the 
antis to h@d them or to regain their 
friendship. 

Such men as Colonel Samford, Senator 
Morgan, Sidney J. Bowie, Captain Frank 
S. White, Hon. John W. Tomlinson, Hon. 
John W. Abercrombie, Hon. John L. Bur- 
nett, Congressman J. H. Bankhead, Hon. 
Jesse F. Stallings and others are stump- 
ing the several counties which are not 
strong democratic counties in behalf of 
the democratic ticket, and there cannot. 
be any doubt of a strong resistance. Re- 
ports being received at the headquarters 
of the state democratic campaign com- 
mittee in this city are to the effect that 
the speeches of the “spell binders’ nam- 
ed above are. attracting much attention 
at the hands of the people and the 
speeches are having considerable effect! 
The republicans are not making a very 
active campaign, as far as can be learn- 
ed, With but two weeks left they cannot 
hope to do much work, They are more 
extensive in Marion, Winston, Madison. 
Colbert, Walker, Cullman, DeKalb and 
Marshail counties than any other places 
in the state, but wil] hardly make a show- 
ing throughout the state. Their headquar- 
ters are located in Birmingham and chair- 
man F. F. Conway, of the state repub- 
lican campaign committee, has estab- 
lished an office in the Drennen block, on 
Second avenue. 

It is reported that the greatest effort of 
the party will be made in the congres- 
sional campaign which follows tmmedi- 
ately after the state campaign has beere 
finished and the election is past. The 
statement is heard that the republicans 
will have candidates for congress in 
more than four of the nine districts of 
this state, including a candidate in the 
ninth congressional district, which takes 
in Jefferson county. The districts in 
which the republicans will have candi- 
dates for congress, so far as is believed 
to be known, are the fourth, fifth, sixth, 
seventh, eighth and ninth. Who the 
candidates wid be cannot be given at 
this date, but it is said that men have 
been selected by the leaders and they 
have been consulted with. In the fourth 
district there is but little doubt but that 
the republican candidate will be W. F. 
Aldrich, the present congressman from 
that district. Mr. Aldrich is more than 
half a populite and his manager is Mr. 
G. B. Deans, who for years has been 
one of_the leading populists of the state.

The truth is that a farmer of or- 
dinary intelligence who farms with 
any degree of system. or who has av- 
erage success, is carrying on his busi- 
ness scientifically. He may know 
nothing of science. as such; he may 
have never heard of the technical terms 
that are appliedtothe various constit- 
uents of the soil, or to the elements 
and agencies that give value to fer- 
tilizers: but this does not render his 
methods less scientific. He has dis- 
covered by experience that certain 
crops can be grown more profitably 
than others on certain soils, and that 
the vigor of his land may be main- 
tained by rotating crops. He discov- 
ered this by experiment long before the 
scientists did. 

The old woman who cures a severe 
sprain of the ankle with a poultice of 
red clay .and vinegar produces results 
just as scientific as the doctor who ap- 
plies a different remedy. The point 
we desire to make is that while real 
science is of extreme importance, the 
thousand and one vagaries and hum- 
bugs that are falsely called scientific 
are not only foolish but frequently 
dangerous. They are especially dan- 
gerous when the various charlatans 
who call themselves “scientists’’ go out 
of their own proper field to account 
for events and results which sciences 
can never hope to explain. 


Eccentricity or Advertisement. 

How long will it be before the news- 
papers realize that the most skillful 
worker of free advertisement to be 
found throughout the length and 
breadth of this land is Mr. Richard 
Mansfield? Mr. Mansfield is a citizen 
possessing a deep seated antipathy for 
a quiet time. Especially is he opposed 
to the quietude of the vacation season, 
involving as it does the right of the 
Mansfield name to appear in the news 
papers in any legitimate manner. 
Hence the well timed displays of 
temper heralded by press agents as the 
“eccentricities of genius.”” We are all 
of us familiar with them.

Our Morning Cup of Tea. 
Most people have probably over- 
looked the danger which threatens 
their morning cup of tea from the 
present Chinese troubles. 
An intimation from the Chicago cus- 
tom house points to a crisis in tea 
drinking. The anticipation of a rise in 
the price of tea as a result of the war 
has causeg an enormous withdrawal of 
this commodity. So great have been 
the withdrawals that the collections 
of duties for the past fen days have 
reached a figure almost unprecedented. 
On Monday the customs collections 
were $44,000. Every day of the present 
month has shown larger collections 
than the corresponding period a year 
ago. The collections have been coming 
in at the rate of over $200,000 per week 
and the officers of the service feel sure 
that the high water mark of $8,000,000 
for the last fiscal year will be exceeded. 
Although most of the teas used in this 
part of the country come from Japan, 
the quantity received from China is 
considerable. The war is likely to affect 
the Japanese shipments as well as 
those from China, because of the char- 
tering of all vessels for transporting 
troops. Taking all those conditions in- 
to consideration the dealers in teas feel 
certain that a sharp rise in prices will 
soon come, and they are getting their 
stocks in hand in order to be prepared 
for the rise and its accompanying in- 
creased profits, 
It must be evident that thrifty per- 
sons should lay in a stock of their fa- 
vorite brands before the prices are 
marked up by the alert merchants.

When Mr. Richard Croker, in a short

He 
must take his chances to become a low 
salaried employee of some giant cor- 
poration, with little opportunity for 
bettering his condition. There is noth- 
ing in the prospea to inspire ambition. 
The republican party is owned and 
controlleq by these interests and the 
re-election of McKinley will strength- 
en their power for harm to the people 
—harm to the young men in particular. 

This is one of the great issues of the 
campaign and it is not going to be 
shoved into the background either by 
the efforts of the president and his 
lieutenants to ignore it, or by the howl 
about Roosevelt and San Juan Hill. 
The dangers of republican success must 
come home to every young Man who 
considers the question at all; and the 
majority of young men are not so shat- 
low or so silly as to cast theig ballots 
in so great an emergency without con- 
sideration.

The story is best told in an injunction 
issued last week in the circuit court of 
Ccok county reatraining the Chicago Dai- 
ly News Company from interfering vith 
the business of Philip Wolff, newsdealer, 
located on the northwest corner cf State 
and Madison streets, Chicago. 

‘The proceedings are regarded as very 
important as defining the rights of those 
selling newrpapers, and are consequently 
of the greatest importance to every ne s- 
dealer in Chicago . 

Philip Wolff, the petitioner, deposes in 
his affidavit that his occupation is that 
of selling various Chicago daily papers. 
and that he has heretofore kept on sale al! 
of the Chicago daily papers. 

He avers that on the llth day of July, 
1£00, William J. Dormin, circulator of The 
Daily News, came to his place of business 
6nd left word with deponent’s brother re- 
cuesting Wolff to call at Dormin's office 
in The Daily News building. 

There Dormin told him that he was giv- 
ing The Daily News the worst of it; that 
he was selling too many Chicago Ameri- 
cans and too few copies of The Chicrgo 
News. Dormin said further, Wolff avers: 

“If you ars not going to stop that I 
will put about fifteen hustlers on your cor- 
ner and will put you out of business and 
will take your stand away from you.” 

On July 14th Wolff purchased his copies 
of The Daily News and was commencing 
to sell them when he was approached by 
another agent of The Daily News, who 
said to him: 

“You must buy fifty more copies of The 
News whether you need them or not, and. 
if you’do not I will put hustlers on your 
cori.er and put you out of business.” 

In his affidavit Wolff adds that all copies 
of The Daily News not sold by him are @ 
loss to him, and while heretofore his sales 
of The Daily News at his two newsstands 
would average about 350 copies per day, 
since he began selling Chicago Americans 
the sale of The News dropped to 180 
ccepies a day, but his sale of The Chicago 
American amounted to 500 copies a day. 

The injunction is approved by Horatio 
L. Wait, master in chancery of the circuit 
court of Cook county. Illinois, and is is- 
Sued by Judge R. 8. Tuthill. 

Here are a few extracts from the peti- 
ticn. of the injunction: 

“Your orator 3ays that of late he has 
been: purchasing for sale at his aforesaid 
Places of business the newspaper recently 
started in Chicago known as Hearst's 
Chicago American; that before he com- 
menced the sale of the last-mentioned 
paper he sold, as nearly as he can esti- 
rate the same, daily about 33) copies of 
The Daily News. 

“Your orater says that on the same day 
after receiving the message he went to 
the office of the said Dormin, circulator of 
The Daily News, who then had a conver- 
sation with your orator in which he said 
that your orator was giving him (Dormin) 
the worst of it; that your orator was sell- 
ing too many Chicago Americans instead 
of The News; and further said to your 
orator: 

‘* ‘If you don’t stop that I will put abcut 
fifteen hustlers on your corner and will 
put you out of business and take away 
your stand. The Chicago American hag 
no right to have a stand on your corner,’ 
meaning that he would send a large num- 
ber of people to the éorners on which your 
orator has hig places of business to 
wicngfully and unlawfully interfere with 
your orator’s business. 

‘Your orator replied: 

~ oe is not what I want, it is what the 
pecple want. If the people want The Chi- 
cago American I will sell it to them. 
they want The News I will sell that to 
them. I am not the buyer, I am the seller. 
I will sell to the people just » hat they 
want,’ meaning thereby that your ora- 
tor was not discriminating against The 
News, but was simply acting as a matter 
of business. 

“An agent of The Chicago Daily News 
Company came to your oratur and said to 
kim: 

***You must buy fifty more copies of The 
News whether you need them or not, and 
if you do not I will put hustlers on your 
corner and will put you out of business.’ 

*Your orator further says that wu: der 
the business arrangement with The Chi- 
cago Daily News Company, all copies of 
The News not sold by your orator are a 
con plete loss to him, and your orator in 
justice to himself could not afford to 
buy any more copies of The News «han he 
night reasonably expect to sell.’’

Local Chinamen are exhibiting intense 
interest in the war now being carried on 
in their native land. They congregate in 
laundries and discuss the effect the tumul- 
tuous state of affairs is likely to have on 
them. Communications have been ex- 
charged between prominent Chinamen in 
every large city in the union, and they 
are apprehensive that citizens of the Unit- 
ed States will declare war on them. 

William F. Lee, the most prominent of 
the local Chinamen, called at The Con- 
stitution office and explained that the Chi- 
nemen in the United States are all Chris- 
tiene and friendly to the Americans 

He said he had noticed the looks of sus- 
Picion given him and others of his race 
by the Americens, and he wished to ex- 
press sympathy for the American soldiers 
who have fallen in battle, and assure the 
pecrple that they condemn the actions of 
the bexers. Lee_says the war is not being 
carried on by genuine Chinese. He rays 
boxers are not Chinamen, but Mongolians 
who live in the northern section of China, 
in only four or five states. The south side 
Chirese like the white people and are for 
the mest part Christians. Two hundred 
and eighty years ago there-was a blood 
war between the Chinese and boxers. 
Since that time the two have been at 
daggers’ points. The Chinese lost in the 
war a the empire has been under the 
boxers’ rule ever since. The present cm- 
peror is a boxer and is cordially hated by 
the southern Chinese. They weuld go to 
elmost any length to kill him and place 
a sctthern Chinaman on the throne. Ths 
Chinese . emperor joined the Christian 
church, and the ministers of the church 
rrcmises to take care of him. This enrag- 
ed the boxers, as they wanted one cf 
their own class to rule the empire, and 
when the missionaries refused to surren- 
der the emperor the boxers declared war 
on then. 

This,+ briefly, is the cause Lee assigns 
for the war. Local Chinamen, he says, 
hope the empire will be conquered, and 
that Christian rule will be instituted. 
They are perfectly willing to aid, if it 
were possible for them to do so, in the 
struggle against the boxers. Lee is au- 
thcrity for the statement that there are 
no boxers in the United States. -He says 
that 9 per cent of American Chinamen 
are Christians, and the other 10 per cent 
gre highbinders. He talks intelligently of 
the struggie, and of Chinese history. He 
evidently fears Atlantians do not under- 
stand the position local ‘“chinamen take, 
and is anxious to have them know the 
tiue state of affairs in this city.

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Washington, July 22.—(Special.)—An in- 
teresting question involving the right of 
marines when temporarily detached from 
vessels on shore duty to share in prize 
money has been raised at the navy depart- 
ment. The question comes up on .appli- 
cation from the marines who did much 
gallant service at Guantanamo during 
the war with Spain. There were about 
700 of these landed principally from the 
cruiser Resolute. These men were not 
specifitally included in the list of those 
who were entitled to prize money ac- 
cording to the recent decision of the court 
of claims, but the point has been raised 
that these marines are as much entitled 
to the share of the proceeds for the de- 
struction of Cervera’s fleet as the blue 
jackets and marines were attached to the 
other vessels of Sampson’s squadron. On 
account of the reduction that will be made 
in the allowance to the other men of 
Sampson’s squadron, these beneficiaries 
will fight the claim of the Guantanamo 
marines. The matter is now a subject of 
correspondence between the navy depart- 
ment and the court of claims, and it is 
understood that a test case is now in 
the course of preparation for presentation 
"to the court for a final decision. The 
question of the value of the Marie Teresa, 
one of the recovered Spanish ships, is 
also a subject of dispute among those 
entitled to a share in the proceeds. 

The total amount of prize money and 
bounty awarded by the court of claims io 
Admiral Sampson and officers and men 
of his fleet aggregates about a half mil- 
lion dollars. It is estimated that about 
$200,000 more will be made gvailable by ths 
question of the Marie Tdresa. It is es-

Writing under date of June 
ist, from Montalban, Manila province, he 
says: 

“This station which we now occupy is 
considered a very important one by the 
higher military commanders. It is one 
of the smallest villages garrisoned by a 
large force, but it has quite a reputation 
for importance from the fact that it al- 
ways was an insurgent stronghold, and 
that during the Spanish campaign of 
1896-98 it was never occupied by Spanish 
troops. On account of its supposed im- 
portance, two field officers have been as- 
signed to this garrison. We have found 
it one of the most peaceful villages in 
the whole country and since we have been 
occupying it—that is, since December 2lst 
to the present time—no shot has ever been 
fired into the town, nor have any of our 
parties ever been fired at. But of course 
we are very vigilant and have parties 
out all the time. We are now waiting for 
an attack that was threatened some days 
ago and has not yet materialized. I think 
by June 4th our suspense will be over, 
for that is the day set for the arrival 
of the commission. The natives are pre- 
pared for a demonstration in and around 
Manila.

“In spite of the fact that on two oc2as- 
icons the mayor of <his city had been 
drawn up before council and both times 
had put in a plea of guilty, and council 
had forgiven him; :n spite of the fact that 
his fast forgiveness was obtained upon a 
positive promise that his resignation was 
before the council if again he was known 
to be guilty of any of these offenses, the 
mayor continued his life of disgrace ty 
diunkenness, adultery and neglect of of- 
ficial duty. About two months ago the 
council began a third investigation. ‘The 
ccmmittee appointed started out with a 
spectacular display of themselves, pro- 
posing to turn up the earth for evidence. 
They took plenty of time and the people 
waited for their verdict. Many witnesses 
v ere exaniined, and all the evidence need- 
ed by any grand jury under the sun vas 
obtained. This, too, in spite of the fact 
that many witnesses who might have 
been examined were not obtained and 
mary not summoned. I, myself, de- 
manded to go before the committee and 
give certain evidence, which many of the 
bc st lawyers in Atlanta declared to be the 
very best. But I was never called. They 
said they didn’t want to prejudice the 
council with my testimony, and I sym- 
pathize with this. But prejudicing the 
council! Might as well talk of prejadic-~- 
ing hell as to talk of such a thing in the 
city council, vhen their pet, the mayor, 
was on trial for immoral conduct. Still no 
mcre evidence. was needed. They had 
enough, if they had eny council to use it. 

‘““lhe work was finished and the report 
was to be made. Up until the hour ar- 
rived it was thought that the committee 
vould favor calling for impeachment. But 
when it was submitted it was only an 
effort at another whitewash, more ridicu- 
lous than any of the others, as the ma- 
jority report never even hinted at a repri- 
mand, to say nothing of impeachment. 
True, they asked the council to refer the 
evidence to the city attorney for an cpin- 
ion as to whether it was sufficient for 
impeachment, when the committee knew 
what the city attorney would say, for he 
had already said. But even this the city 
council ignored. This body which ‘might 
be prejudiced by -ny testimony’ was al- 
ready prejudiced by thetr own minds and 
personal interests. Hence, without a 
word, the whole thing was laid on the 
table, while a disreputable cfficial sits off 
end by his henchmen defies the senti- 
ment calling for morality, sobriety and 


virtue. 
The Maddox Report. 


“But, my friends, there was another re- 
rort submitted that day ares I sett 
ermined you sha!l have. ot conten 
with castes both this report and the ma- 
jority report on the table, the friends cf 
the mayor stole both reports, and until 
this day they have not been found. Think 
of that! Your city council not only 
whitewashing the dirtiest conduct to te 
fcund in an official, but stealing the. re- 
ports of the committee to prevent them 
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spot the guilty ones. You know who they 
are. 

“And let us see the minority report 
which gives a summary of the evidence 
tefore the'\committee. Thank God there 
was a copy of that report in safe keeping 
where the ‘thieves could not break 
through and steal.’ 

Atlanta, Ga., July 16, 1900.—To the 
General Council: The majority of 
your committee, appointed to investi- 
gate the conduct of Mayor Woodward, 
have submitted a report which I regret 
regret to say is impossible for me to 
sign, and, therefore, I beg to submit 
the following minority report. 

In my opinion the evidence shows 
that the mayor is guilty of a failure to 
discharge his official duties, and shows 
sufficient cause for impeachment pro- 
ceedings. 

First. The evidence shows that he 
failed to discharge hig official duties, 
and that this failure was produced on 
account of drunkenness, To substan- 
tiate the same I quote from the testi- 
mony as follows: (Evidence con- 
dens34). 

E, P. Burns, member of the school 
board, of which the mayor is also a 
member ex-officio. Sworn by Judge 
Anderson says: “With one exception, 
his (the mayor’s) condition was 
normal, I mean he was perfectly 
sober and capacitated to properly at- 
tend to hig duties. It was a meet- 
ing of the teachers’ committee. It 
was noticeable at the time that his 
condition was unsatisfactory. He 
was incapacitated to properly fulfill 
his duties, He was not capable of at- 
tending the duties devolving upon him 
as a member of the board that day, 

- because of his condition of grunken- 
ness, 

A. C. Turner, member of the school 
board, also being sworn by Judge An- 
derson. When asked “if all the mem- 
bers of the committee had been in the 
same condition the mayor was in, 
would you have considered that they 
were in a condition to determine such 
an important question as selecting 200 
teachers?” said “I should not.” 

Oscar Pappenheimer, member of the 
school board, sworn by Judge Ander- 
gon, When asked what condition the 
mayor was in at the afternoon meet- 
ing (May 30th) said “he wag intoxicat- 
ed.”’ “At the evening meeting?’ 
“The same way.” When asked “Is 
it your opinion that if every member 
of the board had been in the same 
condition ag his honor, the mayor, 
that you could have transacted busi- 
ness intelligently and righteously for 
the interests of the city of Atlanta 
and our public schools?” He answered 
"No, aif.” 

Hoke Smith, member of the school 
board, sworn by Judge Anderson, 
wen a:§.ed: “Do you think he was in 
a condition as to sobriety to give prop- 
er attention to the public business 
of importance then before you?” He 
answered: “I have pretty extreme 
views about that. I don’t think a 
man has got any business to take a 
drink at all. I don’t think any man, 
after he takes a drink, is as capable 2f 
attending to his duties as he would be 
if he hadn’t taken any. I think he 
was somewhat affected by what hs 
had taken. He voted intelligently on 
all questions that came up, and made 
two or three little talks that were in- 
telligent to the board. His tongue 
was a little thick at times, and you 
could notice that he had taken some- 
thing to drink.” 

The foregoing testimony shows that 
on this important occasion, when the 
question of the selection of 200 teach- 
ers, mostly ladies, for the city of 
Atlanta, was before this teachers’ corn- 
mittee, of which he, by virtue of be- 
ing mayor, was a member, the mayor 
was drunk and wholly indapacitated 
to represent the public interest and 
shows a failure to discharge hig offi- 
cial duties. 

Second. In my opinion the evidence 
abundantly establishes the proposition 
that the mayor has been continuously 
and habitually under the influence of 
whisky, and to such an extent as to 
disqualify him from performing his 
official duties in a proper manner. It 
clearly shows a failure to discharge 
his official duties because of drunken- 
ness and intoxication, This drunken- 
ness was the cause of his frequent ab- 
sences from the office of mayor. 

In addition to the evidence already 
quoted of Messrs. Burns and Pappen- 
heimer, Turner and Smith, I also re- 
fer to the evidence of W. O. Jones, 
police commissioner, Hon. Park Wood- 
ward, Policeman George T. Cornett, 
Lorenzo Jones, Dan Carey, a newspa- 
per reporter, and W. B. Miles, a mem- 
ber of the board of education. 

Tiaird. As further proof of his con- 
tinued drunkenness and neglect of of- 
ficial duties, and failure to discharge 
his official duties, and his utter disre- 
gard for the laws of our state and 
the good name of our city, I quote 
from the testimony as follows: George 
YT. Cornett, policeman, sworn by 
Judge Anderson, when asked if he had 
seen the mayor drunk since he had 
been mayor, said, “Yes, sir.” When 
asked where the mayor was on that 
occasion, he said ‘102 Elliott gtreet, 
(this is one of the vilest houses in 
Atlanta), on the night of May 2d this 

ear, between 9:30 and 10 o'clock.” 

ere I am bound to condense in every 
way possible, so as to be able to pre- 
sent the testimony to this ed 


congregation. 
After submitting the above testi- 
mony, the following concludes the mi- 


nority report: 

The foregoing testimony shows, 
among other things, that he was away 
from his office from o'clock .poon 


until 9:30 or 10 o’clock at night,“and 
that he was at a place where those 
who might have had _ business to 
transact with him, as the mayor of 
our great city, would not have. been 
likely to haWe sought him. During 
that time he certainly was negiecting 
his official duties. These are some of 
the reasons why I am unable to sign 
the majority report, and afreference 
to the entire testimony submitted to 
the committee will disclose many oth- 
er good and sufficient reasons, in my 
opinion, why articles of impeachment 
should be preferred against the mayor 
by this council. Respectfully submit- 
ted. J. J. Maddox.”

Maddox, uncrowned by his colleagues, but 
immortal with constituents. 

“Now, fellow citizens of Atlanta, you 
have the status of this affair, and the 
regard your city council has for your 
good name. This is no hearsay. It is 
sworn testimony. And yet they refuse to 
hear it read, to consider the report or in 
any way to countenance this black rec- 
on f And, understand, this is not half 
that could be established by a regular 
trial of this case.

SHOT WENT THROUGH HEART. 


Samuel Kelly Slays Robert Bryant, 
His Brother-in-Law. 
Owensboro, Ky., July 22.—Robert Brvant,

WILL TRY AND RUN THE MILLS. 


Columbus Mill Men and Carpenters 
Still Apart. 


Columbus, Ga., July 22.—(Special.j)\—The 
planing mills of the city will open for 
operation tomorrow morning, and will op- 
erate if there are men enough on hand to 
run them. Both the contractors and car- 
penters held separate meetings yester- 
day. It is stated that at the meeting of 
the carpenters a communication was re- 
ceived from the secretary of the national 
union advising that weekly benefits of $5 
and $7.50 would be sent to-the carpenters 
beginning immediately.

PASSES: AWAY 


Expired Last Night from Effects 
of Paralysis 
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ONCE ON SUPREME BENCH 


Is Belleved To Be Last Member of 
the Confederate Congress, 


WAS PROMINENT FOR MANY YEARS 


He Graduated with First Honor from 
the University of Georgia and 
Was the Last Surviving 
Member of the Class 
of 1839. 


Judge Robert Pleasant Trippe, believed 
to be the last surviving member of the 
confederate congress, the last surviving 
member of the class of 1839 of the Uni- 
versity of Georgia, and a distinguished 
ex-member of the supreme bench of this 


state, is dead. 

He was ill! only about two hours. His 
death resulted from paraylsis, 

Judge Trippe was yesterday.in his usual 
good health, having a remarkable con- 
stitution for a man of his age, and last 
night ate a hearty supper. He made no 
complaint to the members of his family. 
At 8 o’clock, while he was conversing 
with them on the fiunt porch, he was 
stricken with paralysis. At 10:20 o’clock 
he expired. Physicians had been sum- 
moned and remained with him until the 
last, doing all that science could suggest. 
but their efforts to prolong his life were 
unavailing. He continued to sink rapidly 


until the end. 

He had reached the age of eighty years, 
having been born in Jasper county, this 
state, December 21, 1819. 

He is survived by two children, Mrs. 
A. T. Simmons, of Atlanta, and Mrs. J. 
B. Gilbert. of Albany, Ga, and four 
grandchildren, Miss Allie Trippe and John 
Richmond Trippe, of Atlanta, and Miss 
Madelyn Gilbert and Forest Trippe Gil- 
bert. of Albany. 

His wife. who was Miss Oreana O'Neal, 
.of Forsyth, Ga., and two sons, R. P. 
Trippe, Jr., and W. T. Trippe, preceded 
him to the grave, 

All his life the health of Judge Trippe 
had been excellent. The only iliness of 
which members of his family have any 
recollection, prior to the stroke of paral- 
ysis, seized him two years ago, when for 
one day he was indisposed. 

Arrangements for the funeral of Judge 
Trippe have not as yet been made, as 
it is necessary to await the arrival of 
his daughter from Albany. His body is 
at present at the residence of his daugh- 
ter-in-law, Mrs. § Trippe, 178 Ivy 
street. where he died. 


Member of Methodist Church. 

He was a member of the Methodist 
church, and was at one time a member 
of the congregation of the First Metho- 
dist church, of this city. He did much 
for the upbuilding of that organization. 
He was very charitable in disposition, al- 
though even his most intimate friends 
were never told by him of his deeds of 
kindness. 

Judge Trippe’s record as a member of 
the Georgia bar was remarkable. Up to 
the time of his retirement ten years ago 
he had never figured as prosecuting at- 
torney in any criminal case. After his 
retirement he, of course, took no cases of 
any kind. This rule he broke only once. 
It was when he was a young man, just 
entering upon ‘his profession. 

A negro slave had been accused of mur- 
der. Judge Trippe was retained as pros- 
ecuting attorney. The negro was con- 
victed of murder in the first degree and 
was sentenced to death. The attorney for 
the defense had given up his case as 
hopeless when Judge Trippe, who had con- 
victed the negro, told the attorney for the 
defense how the negro’s fe could be 
saved. The negro was not hanged and 
Judge Trippe never after that broke the 
rule he had made for himself. He devot- 
ed his time in the main to civil cases. 

The deceased was born in Jasper county 
of this state, on December 21, 1819. While 
he was quite young his father moved to 
Monroe, where his early youth was pasa- 
ed. At the age of fifteen he entered n- 
dolph-Macon college, of Virginia. After 
completing his course at that institution 
he entered what was then Franklin col- 
lege, of Georgia, but what is now the Uni- 
versity of Georgia. From the university 
he graduated with first honor in 1839. 

While there he boarded with Rev. Dr. 
Church, then president of the college, 
and whose wife was his near kinswoman. 
Having left the college he read law for 
some time in the office of the late Hor. 
Turner H. Trippe,-brother of Mrs. Dr. 
Church, and completed his studies in the 
office of the Hon. Charles Dougherty, 
at Athens, Ga. 

Had Distinguished Competitors. 

He was admitted to the bar in the supe- 
rior court of Rabun county: at Clayton, 
Hon, Thomas W. Harris presiding, in 
1840. Judge Trippe at once entered active- 
ly into the practice of his profession in 
Monroe county. He soon rose to distinc- 
tion in a bar composed of such men as 
Harman, Chappell, Poe, the Nesbits, 
Speer, Ring, Battle, 8. T. Bailey and 
Charles J. McDonald, all of whom were 
during that time well known jurists of 
this section of the country. 

In 1849 he was elected a member of the 
lower house of the legislature of Geor- 
gia, after an animated contest. He was 
again elected a representative in 18651. 
He next ran for congress in his district 
against one of the most popular men 
ie had ever represented that section 
of Georgia at the national capital. Al- 
though his friends declared that he had 
been elected on that occasion, a certifi- 
cate of election was given his opponent 
by the governor of Georgia and Judge 
Trippe made no contest, choosing to 
bide his time. 

In 1855, the next canvass, which was 
erhaps one of the most personal and 
Pitter that ever occurred in Georgia. 
Judge Trippe was elected to the United 
States congress from his district by a 
considerable majority over Governor 
Smith, who was then his opponent. It 
was in this contest that the powers of 
Judge Trippe were for the first time 
ever brought fully before the people of 
Georgia and from then until the time 
of his death he maintained a very re 
rank before the people for liberal, high- 
toned and elevated ood.

rank and honor of his position. 

The war over, he settled down quietly 
in Monroe county to practice his profés- 
sion. As a lawyer he always commanded

the judicial tribunals before which he 
appeared. He was a fine scholar and a 
man of splendid reading and eloquent 
thought and expression. 

In 1872, by the appointment of his friend 
and political opponent, Governor Smith, 
he succeeded Judge ontgome as a 
member of the supreme court of orgia. 
He held a commission for twelve years, 
one of the longest terms ever granted a 
member of the supreme court bench of 
Georgia. 


Appointed to Supreme Bench. 


About 1875 Judge Trippe resigned his 
commission as a member of the supreme 
court and formed a partnership in law 
with the late Judge McCoy, who had also 
resigned from the supreme bench, the 
firm practicing Atlanta. After the 
death of Judge McCoy, Judge Trippe con- 
tinued to practice alone, retiring alto- 
gether about ten years ago. 

Since then he spent his winters in Al- 
bany with his daughter, Mrs. Gilbert, and 
his summers in Atlanta with Mrs. Sim- 
mons, his other daughter. 

His wife, who died in 1885, was the 
daughter of the late Judge Thomas 
O'Neal, of Forsyth, Ga

| Rev. J. W. Quillian Announced That

His Object Was the Spiritual 
Good of His People. 


Rev. J. W. Quillian, the newly appoint- 
ei pastor of Trinity Methodist church, 
delivered his first sermon at the mofrn- 
ing service yesterday to an unusually 
large congregation. Since the death of 
the late pastor, Rev. W. B. Stradley, the 
pulpit was filled for the first time and 
the impression made by Rev. J. W. Quil- 


lian was & splendid one and will doubtless 


prove lasting. 

At the close of his sermon the aged 
referred in a touching manner to the 
death of Dr. Stradley; to his long friend- 
ship for the deceased and the deep re- 
gret he felt along with the members of 
the congregation that he had been touch- 
ed by the hand of death. ‘“We occupy,” 
said Rev. J. W. Quillian, “‘the relation 


of pastor and people. Let us try to un 
derstand the full meaning of that rela- 
tion and work together for mutual good 
in perfect harmony. Whenever sorrow en- 
ters into your life, it shall come into mine 
and whenever you are full of gladness 
the same feeling shall be mine. My ob- 
ject shall be your spiritual good and 
the performance of the task set by the 


Master. 

“] wish in time to know each one of 
you personally and to love you.” 

The sermon of the pastor, which was 
an able and logical one, dealt with the 
true Christian. The text from Romans 
vili, 1-2; “There is therefore now no con 
demnation of them which are in Christ 
Jesus who walk not after the flesh, but 
after the spirit. For the law of the spirit 
ef Hite in Christ Jesus hath made me 
free from the law of sin and death.”’ - 

“From the very beginning,’ said Rev. 
J. W. Quillian, “Satan has been opposed 
to Christ through all ages. His methods 
ef attack have not always been the same 
in every age. In the early ages he devoted 
himself to trying to stamp out the church, 
but the blood of the martyrs became the 

. f Christianity. 

Orpeaay the method is changed, The 
effort of the evil one now is to destroy 
the line of demarkation between the 
church and the world; to cloud the differ- 
ence between right and wrong; to bring 
everything down to a basis of cold rea- 
son. I tell you there is a difference be- 
tween the church and the world. It is 
the difference between Christ and the evil 
one and between death and life. 

“There is an idea that it is necessary 
for the business man who accepts Chris- 
tianity to give up his business since many 
of the ways of business are corrupt. There 
is the same idea regarding society, that 
when a person accepts religion it is es- 
sential that he should shut the door 
against society. What is society? It is 
social intercourse. That the people of 
the church should leave society is not 
What 
would become of society if all godly peo- 
ple turned their backs upon it? 

“No. It is right that you should stay 
in that sphere, for society must be re- 
generated and it must be done through 
the power of Christ. 

“There are those inside the church of 
God who are not among His people, and 
there are those outside the church who 
love and reverence to do His work. [{t 
will not suffice that my family is a con- 
secrated one, that my father is a man 
of God; that my sister is a saintly woman, 
that my brother is a preacher. I tell you 
there must be an individual appeal of an 
individual soul to an individual Christ.’’ 

The congregation gave the sermon, from 
which only a few thoughts are reproduced 
above, the closest attention throughout,

‘‘Take the Cuban war. Our motive was 
not passion against the Spaniard, but 
compassion for the Cuban, The god of 
battles caused victory to come to our 
army and navy. After the sword follow 
the blessings of a righteous peace. Cuba 
is on the highway to civil liberty through 
education and religious development. The 
Cuban war meant the enthronement of 
Christ in the Antilles. 

“Scarcely had the American guns ceased 
to roar in Cuba before the English opened 
fire in south Africa. The English and the 
Boer contended on the soll of the op- 
pressed African. Neither was wholly 
right nor wholly wrong. But there was 
more behind English civilization, and 
the triumph of the Briton over the Boer 
meang better things for the black na- 
tive.

ART DISPLAY AN EXCELLENT ONE 


Hon. C. A. Collier Has Been Absent 
in France on His Mission Just 
Seven Weeks.

Hon. Charles A. Collier, who went to 
France as ene of the United States com- 
missioners to the Paris exposition, reach- 
ed the city last evening direct "from New 
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HON. CHARLES A. COLLIER, 


United States Commissioner to 
Paris Exposition Who Returned 
to the City Yesterday. 
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York, where he landed from the Cunard 
line steamer Lucania on Friday. 

Mr. Collier returned much fatigued, af- 
ter the trip from New York to Atlanta, ai- 
though he much enjoyed the journey 
across the Atlantic, which was made from 
beginning to end in a delightfully pieasant 
sea. 

He expresses gratification as a zommis- 
sioner to the big exposition that the ex- 
hibit of the United States has been found 
So successful and has ‘met with such 
hearty approval from the people of 
France and of Europe. In his opinion, the 
exhibit made by this country, which 
caused the greatest surprise, is the art 
exhibit, the United States in this depart- 
ment ranking ahead of Italy and next to 
France herself. 

‘It is safe to say,’’ announced Commis- 
sioner Collier, ‘“‘that the exhibit of the 
United States, as a whole, comes sccond 
among all-the nations represented, and 
this is true in spite of the determined ef- 
forts made by Germany, Italy and other 
countries of the continent to come amoung 
the first in point of excellence. 

“The art exhibit of the United States 
received six prizes, and France, which 
came first in this department, only recelv- 
ed seven—Cne more than was given us. 
It is remarkable that the United States 
has distanced Italy, the home of art. The 
Italian art exhibit was given only three 
prizes, just half the number awarded the 
tnitea States. No other country receiv- 
ed more than three prizes in this depart- 
ment. 

“The grand agricultural prize was 
awarded the United States, and in this 
field, as in the exhibit of fruits, we swept 
the board and took first place without 
difficulty. ‘ 

“In machinery, the United. States’ ex- 
hibit is not so high, although it is a cred- 
itable one. Comparatively little machin- 
ery was taken over, and although the 
prizes in machinery had not been 
awarded when If left, it is hardly probable 
that the United States will rank with 
Germany. Germany has made a determ- 
ined effort in this field, and her commis- 
sioners have directed most of their atten- 
tion to the machinery display. ‘The ex- 
hibit is a wonderful one to behold, and is 
worth the time any one puts in inspect- 
ing it. 

“The American exhibit is proving of 
great credit to this country, and with the 
other cormmmissioners I believe that it will 
result most beneficially in attracting’ the 
attention of the world mere than ever to 
the products of the United States. 

“The commissioners and managers of 
the American exhibit are in thorough har- 
mony and accord, and this has added of 
course to the success of our part in the 
exposition.”’

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HE TALKS OF THE EXHIBIT 


JOSEPH WRIGLEY'S 
CONDITION SERIOUS 


Vietim of Street Accident in a Yery 
Bad Condition. 


RESTED EASY LAST NIGHT 


Internal Injuries Besides Two Broken 
Ribs and Skull Oontusion. 


TRIED TO BOARD CAR ON BROAD STREET 


Joseph Wrigley Was Thrown Into a 
Deep Ditch, Where His Head 
Struck a Pipe. 


Joseph A. Wrigley, the prominent At- 
lanta business man who Was thrown }»y 
a Consolidated troiley car into a ditch at 
the corner of Broad and Alabama gtreets, 
Saturday morning, lies seriously il] at his 
home on Formwalt street. His exact 
physical condition is not known,-as there 
are believed to be, in addition ta two 
broken ribs and a contusion of the head, 
some interna] injuries of a serious nature. 
Last night the sufferer was resting easily, 
but it is feared that his condition will 
develop peritonitis, although no evidence 
of it has so far been found. Dr. E. L. 
Griffin, who was called in to examine J. 
A. Wrigley immediately after the acci- 
dent, ig doing all he can to prevent such 
a complication as would be produced by 
peritonitis. 

Joseph Wrigley left the office of the 
Wrigley Engraving Company, of which 
he is the senior member, Saturday morn- 
ing with the intention of taking a <ar 
for his home. At the corner of Broad 
and Alabama he boarded or attempted 
to board a Pryor street car as it rounded 
the corner into Alabama at a faster rate 


of speed than ordinary. 

The ditch prepared by the Atlanta 
Steam Heat Company for the pipes about 
to be laid was in a few feet of him. His 
hold on the car was not firm enough (0 
pull him up to the platform and he re- 
leased the iron rod of the can only to see 
the deep ditch yawning before him. He 
was given a hard shove forward by the 
car and when he turned loose he could 
not stop himself. As he went over into 
the hole his head struck a gas pipe laid 
a few feet below the surface, A number 
of passers by saw Wrigley fall into the 
ditch, and running to the side of the hole 
they saw him raise himself up for 4 No- 
ment and then fal] back in a helpless con- 
dition. 

He was taken out by a couple of men 
as quickly as possible and conveyed to a 
neighboring drug store. It was found 
that in addition to the contusian of the 
skull, two of his ribs were broken. Th? 
ribs were broken by the fall on a pipe 
which lay near the bottom of the ditch 
and had the blow fallen an inch or two 
nearer the heart, the accident would 
doubtless have proven fatal, 

The attendants at Joseph Wrigley’s 
bedside were unable yegterday to thor- 
oughly diagnose hig internal condition, 
and considerable uneasiness is expressed 
that either peritonitis or pneumonia will 
be developed. His friends gincerily hopa, 
however, that nothing of the kind will 
develop and that he will be able to leave 
his bed in the course of two or three 
weeks.

the most unselfish patriotism, the loftiest 
Christian statesmanship and the most con- 
secrated and heroic endeavor. 

2. The problems that lie across the 
waters would not, however, assume such 
serious aspects had we first solved those 
that lie at our own doors. But while we 
have assayed the task of government in 
other lands, there are grave perils at 
home that threaten us with a menace 
only the most thoughtless can fail to un- 
derstand. 

The spirit of materialism, commercial- 


} ism, mammonism, has thrown its shadow 


across our civilization, and in many cir- 
cles of life become well nigh dominant. 
Hundred of thousands are bowing down 
to the bright god of wealth and success. 
Countless men and women have deter- 
mined te succeed without regard to the 
means, and Have not settled, first of all, 
what it is that constitutes true success. 

“There are “two nations in England,” 
said Gasparin, ‘‘conscientious Emgland 
and unscrupulous England.” There are 
also two nations in America today—con- 
scientious America and unscrupulous 
America. and between them there has 
te must ever be an irreconcilliable con- 

ct. 

“In America everything stimulates the 
will, and by no means everything the 
conscience.,”’ 

Before this spirit of materialism it is 
not to be wondered that there was a 
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eagles, when their wings | 
Were strongest, never flew so far as from | 
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the extension of American sovereignty 
across the seas. 

I hold no brief for any political party. 
I am here to represent no political creed. 
But I would be derelict to my duty if in 
presenting this theme today I failed 'to 

oint out the fact that there are prob- 
ems growing out of the establishment 
of American sovereignty across the wa- 
ters that affect the very fundamentals 
of constitutional liberty. And these prob- 
lems are yours, : 

The new era of American history has 
dawned. We may shrink from the new 
responsibilities it brings, but we cannot, 
dare not shirk them. 

It is a short sighted view of the prob- 
lems of the hour that imagines they are to 
find a solution in any mere change of the 
supremacy of the political parties, or in 
the occupants of the president’s chair. I 
have ventured to touch upon this prob- 
lem today because I believe that its so- 
lutio® lies deeper than the passing issues 
of the hour that it is to be found only In 
the character of the American people, in 
our ability to rise above the spirit of 
national selfishness and avarice for land 
and gold to that spirit of Christian altru- 
ism that believes ‘‘the strong should help 
the weak, and the rich the poor, and acts 
upon this principle.’’ 

Will it be possible for us to rule these 
new possessions that He half way around 
the globe from us and yet be faithful to 
the fundamental principles of constitution- 
al liberty? 

Can we promote the expansion of liberty 
and justice over these islands which have 
been paralyzed by long centuries of op- 
pression? 

Or will the attempt to govern these colo- 
nies, peopled by races unfitted for civill- 
zation, the ready victims of lust for gold, 
result in bribery, corruption and fright- 
ful expenditures that will react upon the 
moral life of the nation? 

Can we maintain this supremacy over 
the islands of the Pacific upon the thresh- 
hold of Asia, seemingly destined to be the 
storm center of the great world con- 
flicts of the immediate future, without 
maintaining also vast stahding armies and 
navies, without entering upon schemes of 
military aggrandizement such as will 
threaten our democratic institutions? 

Shall we forget that is was this “‘spirit 
of military aggrandizement that brought 
down Asia to the dust in the morning of 
the world, and has kept her seated in 
sackcloth and ashes ever since? This biast- 
ed Greece; this destroyed Rome. It was 
not a foreign enemy that laid the ax at 
the root of Rome’s freedom. It was her 
own proconsuls coming home from suc- 
cessful wars in Asia, gorged with the gold 
of conquered provinces. 

“The spirit of military aggerandizement 
and conquest has done the same thing for 
Europe. Will they not do the same thing 
if we indulge them here?” 

“‘America,” Mr. Gladstone prophesied 
some years ago, “‘will one day become 
what England is today, the high steward 
in the great household of the world, be- 
cause her service will be the best and 
the ablest.”’ 

America has become one of the high 
stewards in the household of the world. 
Is her service to be the best and ablest? 

These are some of the problems that 
await you. Problems you will be called 
upon to have a part in settling. 

Let us not for a moment say that they 
may not be wisely solved; that the great 
institutions of Christianity and civiliza- 
tion built up by this people at such sac- 
rifices are to perish in some great and

In the 
presence of evils, whose reality no though- 
ful man can question, evils aggravated 
by the enormous power placed in the 
hands of individuals by the sudden accu- 
mulation of vast fortunes, there are those 
on these shores hailed as the home of lib- 
erty, who have come to regard the very. 
institutions of modern civilization as thé 
machinery for plunder, ahd have learned, 
even in America, to cry out upon liberty 
itself as “a mockery, a pretense and a 
curse.”’ 

In the congested districts of the larger 
cites. we have reached a period where 
anarchy, socialism and nihilism are not 
longer complacently to be regarded as of 
foreign growth, importations into. our 
body civic and political from the effete 
civilizations of Europe, but as born of 
our own soil, nurtured under a moral at- 
mosphere produced by conditions for 
which our own people are fn large meas- 
ure responsible. 

8 The third great peril I shall note this 
morning is the divorce of Christianity 
and patriotism. 

1. This is in part at least due to that 
lawful and righteous divorce of ecclesi- 
asticism and politics; to the triumph in 
our country of the principles of civil and 
religious liberty embedded in the organic 
law of the nation, “by which were for- 
ever rent the shackles that priestly domi- 
nation had been forging for centuries, and 
the solemn decree sent forth that no man 
in America should henceforth dare inter- 
cept the radiance of Almighty God upon 

—" 
rusevar oy ol the guise of Christian 
citizenship strikes at this fundamental 
principle of true liberty, the absolute and 
irrevocable separation of church and state 
in America tarnishes the name and furls 
the flag of Protestantism in dishonor. 

The pendulum has now, however, swung 
to the opposite extreme, that of the in- 
differentism of the Christian to govern- 
ment. It is ecclesiasticism and politics, 
not piety and patriotism, that should be 
divorced. While freedom from the domin- 
ion of priestcraft and acclesiasticism is 
one essential element of both civil and 
religious liberty, @ disregard of the appli- 
cation of the principles of the gospel to 
government must result either In anarchy 
or oppression. “There is,’’ said Wash- 
ington, ‘“‘an inseparable connection be- 


-tween religion and morality and our na- 


tional prosperity.’’ 
T hoabar explanation of the indiffer- 


ence of Christian men to the duties of 
citizenship is to be found in the exact- 
ing claims of modern business. The en- 
ergies are so taxed with looking after 
private enterprises that the making and 
execution of the laws are too largely left 
in the hands of the professional politician. 
The preoccupation of the good thus be- 
comes the opportunity for the bad. 

Respect for the majesty of the law is 
one of the crying needs of the times, But 
how can this respect be obtained or main- 
tained unless those elected to make and 
enforce the law themselves obey it. The 
ermine of the law-maker should be as 
spotless as the ermine of the judge. 

The decay of patriotism and statesman- 
ship—fair name given to the politician, 
after he is dead—the rise of the profession- 
politician—that is the man who obtains 
the votes and services of his fellow citi- 
zen by deliberate falsehood, and then 
vainly tries to ease his conscience and 
retain the respect of his fellows by saying 
“4+ fg politics, and whatever can be ob- 
tained in a parliamentary way is legiti- 
mate and fair,” and the organized forces 
of iniquity entrenched behind vested in- 
terests, these are some of the evilg you 
wil] be called upon to combat, Plato 
said: ‘“There will be no idea] state until 
kings are philosophers and philosophers 
kings.” With another we may add, 
‘there will be no ideal republic until] ac- 


tive citizens are active Christians and ac- 


tive Christians active citezens.” 

It is pitiful that the people should have 
so generally lost faith today in the possi- 
bility of pure government, of lofty, un- 
selfish statesmanship. |

It is a disgrace and a menace to our 
civilization when men whose lives are 
reeking with impurity dare ask for rosi- 
tions of authority and trust. To elect 
such men to office is to put a preminm 


influence the thundering of whole codes 
of morality cannot counteract, 

God gpeed the day when the man of 
shady record, whether in politics <r 
morals will dare offer himself for public 
office: or should he do so will be counted 
a public enemy a corrupter of youths. 

May we learn that the peace and purity 
of our homes, the commercial, as weil as 
the mora] interests of the community, 
are bound up with the putting of a pre- 
mium upon chaf‘acter at the polls. 

I have thug endeavored to sketch, in 
brigf outline, some of the problems and 

erils of the generation to which you be- 
ong. That 1 have dene so at ail, in such 
a presence and on such an occasion, is 
due to an overwhelming sense of the im- 
portance of the recognition of t facts 
of God’s personal sway over all jife; that 
ali history, when read under the Ulumin- 
ation of this thought ig to be found shot 
thrtugh and through with the divine pur- 
pose: that thig every day life of ours is 
charged with a divine meaning; that jus- 
tice and truth are gtill enthroned and to 
abide forever. 

In the midst of the temptationg to ac- 
quire wealth without regard to the meaas 
of its acquisition, the seductiveness of an 
ambition that seeks its gratification with- 
out reference to the cost in honer and the 
good of country, suPreunded by a civiliza- 
tion, in which might often conquers right, 
and the path of wealth and ambition is 
the way to glory, there is nothing, ‘e- 
lieve me, young gentlemen, there is noth- 
ing, that can nerve the goul] for beroic 
endeavor, to stand fast by its ideals of 
righteousness and truth, to stake itg very 
life upon its conception of duty, except 
the vision of the young servant of the 
prophet, the vision of God, regnant. om- 
nipotent, controlling, though unseen, the 
destinies of individuals and nations. 

I have sought this vision for you todav. 
I would call you to the larger, truer 
life; the Hfe lived under the ee 
of loftier ideals, dominated by nobler a3- 
pirations than are to be found in the splr- 
it, which makes gold its hope, or finds 
te joys in the fleeting pleagures of the 

our. 

When the sensual, the carnal, the 1el- 
fish, the devilish, seem dominant in the 
world and they will seem so over and 
over again in your experience; when you 
are tempted to say I have cleansed my 
heart in vain and washed my hands in 
innocency; when you go out and beho:d 
-the mountaing of difficult‘: filled with 
the enemieg of all that is purest and 
noblest in human endeavor, then, my 
God open your eyés to see also for the 
defense of the cause of justice and truth, 
the horses and chariots of the Lord Gad 
omnipotent, who reigneth forever and 
ever, forever and ever, amen!

The first clear recognition of an ever-

all life sacred unto God. In no. period 
of history has there been a greater need 
for a recognition of God in His relation 
to life, for a consecrated citizenship. 

The franchise of the humblest citizen 
today carries with it responsibility for 
the destiny of a world. The voter sum- 
moned by the obligations of the fran- 
chise “up to the,,high places of kings, 
up to the level..of thrones, should be 
anointed of God; 'for.the discharge of 
the functions of sovereignty.’’ 

Every American citizen is a ruler’or- 
dained of God for the “establishment of 
justice, the defense of liberty and the 
promotion of the common welfare.”’ 

Only that man who recognizes the hand 
of God in history, the purposes of God 
in the ordering of events, can or will 
perform these sacred functions with any 
just apprehension of. their solemn obli- 
gations, 

Under the inspiration of this fact his- 
tory is no longer a Sphinx. 

We may approve or censure the policy 
that has resulted in the unfurling of 
the eg of our Hberties over distant 
lands, but no one who believes in the 
sleepless, retributive justice of God can 
doubt that we ahd our posterity must 
pay in blood and tears for whatever 
wrongs have been done in liberty’s name, 
for whatever crimes have under her gar- 
ments cloaked their shame. 

None can question that, however an 
insatiate greed for empire and gold may 
often mask themselves in some modern 
crusade in freedom’s holy name, yet 
behind the mixed motives of human en- 
deavor there has ever been the omnipo- 
tent arm of God.

‘Fair is our lot, and goodly is our herit- 
age: 

(Humble ye, my Pe aces, and be fearful

There is, however, a striking contrast 
in that vision to which I would have your 
eyes open, and that which met the gaze 
of the servant of Elisha. 

God no longer reveals Himself as domi- 
nant through angelic cohorts, the char- 
lots and horses of fire, but through the 
consecrated personality of en and 
women whose endeavors are informed 
and sustained by Him. 

“Not only around our infancy, 
Doth heaven with all its splendors Ife; 
But daily with those who cringe and

We Sinais climb and know it not.”’ 

When the Master stood defenseless in 
the presence of the detachment of the 
Roman garrison, at Jerusalem, that carne 
out to arrest Him with swords and spears, 
there stood by, ready to defend Him, more 
than twelve legions of angels. But the 
swords of these unseen cohorts were never 
drawn in His defense. The conscious 
presence and favor of God nerved the soul 
of the Christ, and in that power He tri- 
umphed, as you and I may triumph over 
all the marshalled hosts of hell. It was 
only when He cried, “It is finished,”’ that 
they wrought their will upon Him, for 
He, as every true-hearted, loyal soul, was 
immortal till His work was done. 


In the ctosing moments of this solemn 
hour let me remind re that there is 
something more needed than the vision of 
duty, of noble endeavor, fighting valiantly 
in the cause of righteousness and truth, 
something more than the confidence that 
some day truth will triumph, and error lie 
prostrate in the dust.

At first, said General Howard, 
the letter annoyed and angered him, bit 
then he thought what his feelings would 
have been if it had been his son who 
had been killed, and sitting down he 
wrote the father the tenderest note he 
knew how to write. The response was 
almost instant. It was a _ plea for for- 
giveness. General Howard told a num. 
ger of similar incidents, among them one 
concerning General Hardee’s son, who 
was killed in battie. 

At the conclusion of the address Rev. 
Walker Lewis thanked the speaker in 
his own name and on behalf of the con- 
gregation for his words.

Rev. C. P. Williamson having returned 
from Cumberland with the troops, was 
again greeted by a large audience at his 
church yesterday. In the course of his 
sermon he referred to a point on the 
island from which he had seen the bea- 
cons of five lighthouses, and he told of 
how he and his companions had there 
sung "‘Let the Lower Lights be Burn- 
ing’’ and “Jesus, Savior, Pilot Me.’’ 

He spoke, too, of passing the great 
Wesley oak on St. Simen’s, and how he 
lifted his hat in memory of the time when 
the gospel was first eo planted on 
Georgia soil. The real subject of Mr. 
Williamson's discourse was leadership. 
“All along the path of the centuries great 
men have stood towering above the mul- 
titudes, and while I am a prohibitionist, 
and besides have no purpose to intrude 
politics in this place, I yet must say that 
I believe W. J. Bryan to be the strongest 
leaders the modern wurld has known, said 
the speaker. It was not a modern leader, 
nor yet St. Paul, to whom he alluded, that 
Mr. Williamson selected as his examplar 
of leadership, but the first point made was 
‘‘Moses had good parents.’’ God pity the 
children with no chance in life because 
they have not good parents. Moses’ 
mother was a woman of fearless faith. 
She dared stand against the king’s will 
because of her faith tn God, and when 
the child was saved by the king’s daugh- 
ter it was his mother who was‘his nurse. 
Moses was nursed by his mother—how 
many children of today have their moth 
er’s personal care at all times? 

Then Moses came to the parting of the 
ways, and he chose his path. What was 
it he renounced? Luxury, power, honor, 
royalty—feted as a conqueror, adopted 
as an heir, he yet chose to suffer with the 
people of God, and lead them in the 
wilderness. To those who doubt his 
choice or think his life a failure, the 
speaker would recall the scene on the 
mount of Transfiguration. Ay, he would 
remind others who suggest that the leader 
did not enter the land of Canaan, that a 
better land was provided and that he 
had God’s own hand in that lonely land 
to lay him in his grave. 

The sermon was closed with a strong ap- 
peal for a better faith and a higher life, 
and two persons, man and wife, came 
forward to put on Christ in a newness of 
life,
